In 1896 on May 10th in Virgin!:; City 


the Republican party of Nevada in 
State Convention assembled declare. 
for the free coinage of silver at the 
ratio of 16 to 1 and elected delegates 
to the National Convention upon that 
platform, three of 
whom, Messrs 


Strother, Cleveland and Overton, stood 
by it and bolted the convention. 


In Juns, 189G, at St Louis, the Re 


publican National 
Convention de 


clared: 


We are therefore opposed to the free 


coinage of silver except by. interna 
tional agreement with the leading com 
merciul nations of the world, which we 
pledge ourselves to promote, and unti 
such an agreement can be obtained 
.THE EXISTING GOLD STANDARD MUST BE 
PRESEBVED, etc., eta. 


Was ever before such a complete 


change made iu the principles of auy 
party in so brief a period? In 1888 the 
Republican platform condemned the 
policy of the Cleveland Administration 
in its efforts to demonetize silver anc 
in 1896 it adopts the policy of Cleve 
land's Administration in its efforts to 
firmly establish the single gold stand 
ard in the United States. In 1S92 the 
party declared that the American peo- 
ple from tradition and interest favoi 
bimetallism and the Republican party 
demands the use of buth gold and sil- 
ver as standard money. In 1896 the 
Republican party demands that the ex- 
isting gold standard must be preserved 
regardless of the traditions and inter 
eats of the American people.

Presi- 
dent Diaz and his counsellors say: 'We 
do not want to see the United States go 
to free coinage because we could not 
advance as we are doing now.' 


111 don't care who it is that says the 


frae coinage of silver will drive out the 
gold. To him I aiy that such a theory 
denies history. (Cheers.; They say if 
you go to free coinage yon go to a 50- 
cent dollar. T.io Mexican dollar is not 
a 50-cent dollar. It is a 100-cent dollar. 
When the Mexican dollar reaches the 
United States it is worth but 50 cents, 
because it is simply silver bullion.
